the race. The previous mark for 
most teams starting the event - 
68 — was established in 2000. 

Typically, a few teams will 
withdraw from the race during 
the time between the final regis- 
tration cutoff and the start of the 
race, so the precise number of 
canoes ~ and whether or not that 
number will establish a new 
record — may not be known until 
Saturday.

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) will host 
a public information meeting on 
Tuesday, July 29, from 2 p.m. to 4 
p.m. and 6 p.m. to 8 p.m., at the 
City of Grayling Offices located 
at 1020 City Blvd., to gather input 
on, the I-75 Business Loop 


improvements. 

In 2009, MDOT is planning to 
reconstruct and widen the road 
from M-72 East.to north of M-72 
West in Crawford County. 

Initial plans call for establish- 


_ ing five lanes of traffic, with a left 


middle turn lane, from M-72 East 
to Charles Street just before the 
AuSable River Bridge. The 
planned lane configuration would 
then be decreased down to three 
lanes, extending to M-72 West 
with the middle turn lane, to ease 
the flow of traffic through town. 
The stop light on the I-75 
Business Loop would be operated 
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by a camera to encourage a con- 
tinuous flow of traffic through 
town. Sensors in the street on 
Michigan Avenue would be 
placed in the pavement to detect 
when the lights need to be 
changed to allow turns onto the 
Business Loop. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said that city officials 
have concerns over people safely 
crossing the Business Loop and

streets. Officials are also con- 
cerned that travelers will not 
patronize local businesses if they 
are encouraged to whisk ene

“We hope that people will come

“T learned how to do things the 
old fashioned, traditional ways,”

Although apartheid ended in 
‘South Africa in the 1990s, Fedak 
‘Said that there is still racial ten- 
‘sion and segregation, While in 
‘the country, Fedak was hosted by 
‘an African family. She was told 
“to expect to hear racial comments 


“and was taunted, while she was 


walking with her hosts, by peo- 
plesin cars .passingyby. 1) 

~ “St didn't bother me at first, but 
it is a huge difference,” she said. 

Fedak said there are several 
warring factions in South Africa, 
which results in violent. conflicts 
and violent acts toward women. 

“It's a bloody mess over there, 
really,” she said. 

During her evenings, Fedak 
mentored children who were 
involved in street gangs. She 
shared bologna sandwiches with 
the youth and played music on 
her laptop computer for enter- 
tainment. 

“T tried to show them that they 
can have a better life for them- 
selves if they work at it,” she 
said. 

Fedak is currently studying 


nuclear medicine, which involves 


studying chemotherapy and radi- 
ology, at Oakland University 
through Beaumont Hospital. 
Sadly, Fedak's grandfather, 
Robert Randle, died after a battle 
with cancer while she was on her 
trip, 

“Cancer is something that has 
definitely effected my family and 
it's something that I want to learn 
more about,” she said. 

Fedak traveled to South Africa 
through an organization called 
Dreamcatcher and earned credit

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Voters may have options on government reforms. 


» GOVERNMENT REFORM in most 
years is something like the weather: 
everybody complains about the weather, 
but nobody does anything about it. 
That’s not true in Michigan during this 
election year. 

' First and foremost is the humungous 
makeover job designed by an unidenti- 
fied group of reformers pushing a consti- 
tutional amendment called Reform 
Michigan Government Now! Their goal 
is far-reaching. 

‘ For starters, this group wants to cut 
pay and benefits for state elected offi- 
cials including legislators, reduce the 
number of supreme court and state 
appellate judges, slice the number of 
house members and senators, change the 
rules on redistricting legislative seats, 
require elected state officials to file 
financial disclosure statements, permit 
absentee ballots on demand, and on and 


on. 
. Their proposed changes would reach 
into 32 different sections of the state 
constitution. With such vast coverage, 
unintended consequences are bound to 
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deepen the actual impact of the plan if 
adopted. Interestingly term limits would 
not change. 

Petitions with almost 500,000 signa- 
tures were filed to place this proposal on 
the November ballot. State elections 
officials are going over the petitions and 
wording of the proposal to see it they fit 
within state law. 

In addition, the opposing Michigan 
Chamber of Commerce has promised to 
sue to keep it off the ballot. 

; * * 

FOR VOTERS who may want change 
but are wary of the wholesale approach 
of the Reform Michigan Government 
Now campaign, another idea is being 
considered. 

Democratic State Rep. Mark 
Meadows, former East Lansing mayor, 
has offered a different constitutional 
amendment affecting only the legisla- 
ture. 

The Meadows proposal is much sim- 
pler: It would cut legislative pay from 
the present $79,650 a year to $60,000 a 
year ~ and end legislative term limits. 


This year marks the 50th 


The larger reform package also would 
reduce salaries for legislators plus gover- 
nor, lieutenant governor, attorney gener- 
al and secretary of state back to 2000 
levels, but term limits would stay. 

The Meadows proposal is focused 
only on the legislature. By comparison, 
it’s only Reform Light — but it is some- 
thing. 

Because it comes through the legisla- 
ture, the Meadows resolution does not 
require citizen petitions, but can be 
placed on the November ballot by two- 
thirds votes in both the state house and 
state senate. 

If it ends up on the November ballot, it 
could provide a dilemma for many vot- 
ers: 

Is ending term limits a satisfactory 
trade-off for cutting legislative pay by 
$20,000 a year?

sixth term. 

Republicans are expected to nominate 
state Rep.

Levin has much to 
worry about. 

A July poll of 500 likely Michigan 
voters, as reported in The Detroit News, 
shows Sen. Levin with an impressive 21- 


- point lead over Rep. Hoogendyk. 


On the finance side, according to the 


Detroit News item, Mr. Levin has $4.4 


million on hand, and Mr. Hoogendyk has 
$41,000. 

In politics, of course, anything can 
happen, but those are staggering figures 
in Mr. Levin’s favor.

DARPA began the research that 
led to the creation of the Internet; 
it originated the technologies 
used in our military’s stealth air- 
craft; and it even provided fund- 
ing to the inventor of the comput- 
er mouse. 

These innovations have 
changed the way we learn, com- 
municate and teach, changed the 
way companies and entrepre- 
neurs do business, and changed 
the way our military protects the 
nation. At the same time, 
DARPA’s advances have had an 
immeasurable impact on our 
economy and on job creation. 

DARPA is just one of the sci- 
ence and innovation organiza-

Another Michigan-based ven- 
ture is focused on developing 
transparent ceramic armor, pro- 
viding lightweight battlefield 
protection.

Give kids a boost. 
It’s the new law 


Booster seats are nothing new, 
and experts have long recom- 
mended their use up to age eight, 
but beginning July 1, a new 
Michigan law mandates that all 
children be in a booster seat until 
they are age eight or 4’ 9” tall. 
Children must bein a seat until 
they reach the age requirement or 
the height requirement, whichev- 
er comes first. 

“This law is a real win for 
Michigan’s children,” _—_ said 
Michigan Department of 
Community Health Director 
Janet Olszewski. “The combined 
use of booster seats and seat belts 
will save lives and decrease 
injuries.” 

Traffic crashes are the leading 
cause of death of children. In 
many cases these deaths could 
have been prevented by properly 
using a child passenger safety 
seat. 

When used correctly, child 
safety seats are 71 percent effec- 
tive in reducing fatalities and 50 
percent effective in preventing 
minor injuries, 

“Research has shown that child 
safety seats do save lives,” 
Office of Highway Safety 
Planning Director Michael L. 
Prince said. “These seats are 
designed to lift children up and 
make safety belts fit their small- 
er bodies better. We want all par- 
ents to recognize the importance 
of child safety seats and use them 
correctly and consistently.” 

To raise awareness about the

new law, television and radio 
public service announcements 
are airing across the state. 
Statewide partners, including 
Meijer stores, Celebration 
Cinemas and Goodrich Quality 
Cinemas, have agreed to air the 
spot in their businesses and the ad 
will run in all Michigan Welcome 
Centers and Secretary of State 
offices. 

Eye-catching billboards will 
dot Michigan’s highways this 
summer thanks to donated space 
from the Outdoor Advertising 
Association, 

An informational flier is being 
distributed to licensed day care 
centers, hospitals, WIC offices 
and many other organizations 
who are involved with families 
and children. 

“It is vital to reach as many 
people as possible with this mes-

This is a primary enforcement 
law, So a police officer can stop a 
vehicle if the officer sees an 
improperly restrained child and 
issue a citation which could end 
up costing parents $65 to $165 in 
fines and fees for each unre- 
strained child in the vehicle.

Bake sale helps. 
Stop ‘littering’ 


Proceeds from the sale of tasty 
pastries, muffins and coffee 
cakes recently raised enough 
money to initiate the “Please 
Stop Littering Fund” to help 
spay local cats and reduce the 
amount of unwanted litters in 
Crawford County. 

Pastry chef Judy Smith, of 
Riverwoods Speciality Desserts, 
and Shirley Sanders, of Grayling 
Hospital for Animals (GHFA), 
organized the “Not Your Average 
Bake Sale” held on July 12 at 
Glen’s Market. Along with a 
team of volunteers and GHFA 


staff members, and in partnership © 


with the AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter (AVAS), the group raised 
more than $1,071. The bulk of 
the hundreds of tasty items sold 
were created and donated by 
Smith. 

“This sale was a huge success,” 
said AVAS shelter director 
Cheryl Postma. “With the funds 
raised by these generous people, 
we will help more than 30 female 


cats get spayed in our area. That 


means we potentially avoid the 
births of hundreds of kittens into 
an already overblown cat popula- 
tion.” . 

A female cat, left unaltered and 
roaming, can produce more than 
a hundred kittens in her lifetime, 
and her kittens will do the same if 
they remain unaltered. 

“It’s not difficult to do the 
math,” remarked Cheryll Ruley, 
AVAS secretary/treasurer. 
“We're talking about saving 
thousands of lives by altering the 
initial 30 female cats. When cat 
owners have their girls spayed, 
they no longer have to endure the 


.yowling during heat cycles, 


which is the biggest reason they 
let them out of the house. The 
girls meet up with unaltered 
males, who may instinctively 
travel from a mile or so away. 
Not long after, cat owners find 
themselves with a litter.of kittens 
they don't want to:deal:- with.” ” 
‘Over the years, the shelter and 
GHFA have been heartbroken to 
find kittens abandoned on their 
doorsteps and elsewhere, often in 
frigid temperatures or soaked by 
rain and often very sick, Animal 
abandonment is not only inhu- 
mane, it is illegal, no matter what

the cat owner’s circumstance. 

The shelter is currently full of 
kittens and adult cats awaiting. 
adoption. There is often no room 
to take in litters of kittens without 
causing the shelter cat population 
to rise beyond Michigan 
Department of Agriculture stan- 
dards. Because AVAS doesn’t 
use euthanasia as a means of pop- 
ulation control, the shelter can’t 
always accept litters of kittens or 
adult cats. 

“Hardly a day goes by that we 
don’t hear from a frazzled cat 
owner asking us to take the kit- 
tens off their hands,’ Postma 
said. “Pet owners must under- 
stand we will not euthanize those 
animals already awaiting adop- 
tion in order to take in their cats. 
If they would just get their girls 
spayed, this problem could, for 
the most part, be resolved.” 

“We are so often asked what a 
cat owner ts supposed to do with 
their cat or litter of kittens,” said 
Postma. “If we have no room, all 
we can Offer is advice on how to 
find homes for them and place 
their name on our waiting list. 
But they have to get mama cat 
spayed.” 

The most often mentioned rea- 
son why owners do not have their 
pets spayed or neutered is afford- 
ability. This new program will 
help low income cat owners 
afford surgery. While everyone 
at AVAS and GHFA would like to 
help alter all companion animals, 
the “Please Stop Littering Fund” 
is exclusively for female cat 
alteration at this time. AVAS is 
currently working to arrange a 
low cost male cat clinic. 

Through the program, the cost 
will be $20 to the cat’s owner 
with the remaining cost of the 
surgery to be paid through the 
Please Stop Littering Fund. 
Owners of female cats wishing to 
take advantage of this opportuni- 
ty should call the shelter. at 348- 
4117. ‘This program is'limited to 
residents of Crawford County.

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Association to Rescue 
Kritters seeks volunteers

The Association to Rescue 
Kritters, a wildlife rehabilitation 
center based in St. Helen, is 
seeking more volunteers to help 
give wildlife a second chance. 

The Association to Rescue 
Kritters (ARK) rehabilitates 
hundreds of sick, injured and 
orphaned wildlife each year. The 
goal is to return the animals to 
their natural habitats as soon as 
they are able to live independent- 
ly. ARK also provides educa- 
tional resources, such as the 
Birds of Prey program, to all 
people in the State of Michigan 
to promote a better understand- 
ing, treatment and appreciation 
of Michigan's wildlife popula- 
tion. 

ARK was formed in January 
2001! by Director Ruth Fruehauf 
and her husband Dennis. ARK 
volunteers rescue sick, injured 
and wayward wildlife and heip 
them in their time of need in 
hopes of returning them to their 
natural habitat. 

ARK volunteers are available 
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to help wildlife in Roscommon, 
Crawford, Ogemaw, Gladwin, 
Clare and Missaukee counties. 

Fruehauf said volunteers pri- 
marily come from a 45 minute 
radius surrounding the rehabili- 
tation center. Volunteers, when 
they are trained, also go out in 
the field to pick up sick and 
injured wildlife and to help 
assess their condition, 

Currently, ARK is seeking vol- 
unteers to help out at the rehabil- 
itation center, as regular helpers 
are being pulled away for sum- 
mer and family obligations. 

“Is a never ending battle,” 
Fruehauf said. “There’s always 


more animals than we have peo- 


ple.” 

Help is also needed for the 
rehabilitation center's fund rais- 
ing efforts, which pay for specif- 
ic formulas needed for infant 
wildlife and vaccinations to pre- 
vent them from spreading dis- 
eases to animals when they are 
set free. 

“It’s a very expensive hobby 
that we have here,” Fruehauf 
said, “It’s @ commitment we’ve 
made to take better care of the 
animals that we bring in here. If 
they die when they come in here 
or get sick, then we are not doing 
them any favors.” 

Grayling wildlife artist Kim 
Diment is a volunteer for ARK. 
She has used ARK animals for 
her work, and has donated funds 


from the sale ‘of her prints and 


artwork to the rehabilitation cen- 
ter. 

“She’s just a remarkable lady, 
and we're so blessed to have her 
as part of the group,” Fruehauf 
said.

There is just one race at the 
county level in Crawford County 
in the primary election for the

ment position. Sabin has served 
as the chief assistant prosecuting 
attorney for Crawford County for 
about 30 years.

Incumbent trustees Shawn 
Kraycs and Dennis Long are fac- 
ing a challenge from Duane 
Brooks, Linda Munsey, James 
Reed and Travis Roberts for their 
positions on the township panel. 

The top four vote getters will 
face a slate of no-party affiliation 
candidates in the general election, 
Moore said.

Avita Water Black Bear Bicycle Tour returns 
for 8th year of trying to catch the canoes 


Participants of the 2007 Avita Water Black Bear Bicycle Tour lined up on Michigan Avenue, downtown Grayling, 


on Sunday morning before they started their tour to Oscoda. 


In 2001, 58 riders participated 
in the first Black Bear Bicycle 
Tour, conducted by the Grayling 


Rotary Club as a fund-raiser for © 


service projects and as a way to 
bring additional visitors to the 
area. Since that first event, Avita 
‘Water and over 20 other sponsors 
have stepped forward trying to 
grow the event. Now entering the 
event’s eighth year, the entry 
level in 2007 exceeded 300 riders 
and last year’s event was given 
nationwide recognition by 


Bicycling Magazine as the “Cool 
Ride of the Month.” Bicycling 


Magazine is the leading nation- 
wide publication for bicyclists 
with a circulation of 310,000. 

Eleven hours after the start of 
the AuSable Canoe Marathon, 
the riders of the bicycle tour wind 
a 100 mile route through the 
AuSable River Valley following 
the canoes to Oscoda. While the 
event is not a race, the riders are 
timed so they can have an official 
indication of how long it took 
them to cover the 100 mile route. 
Some of the riders choose to ride 
the course fast and others take a 
more casual pace. 

Wayne  Koppa, Rotary 
spokesperson, commented, ‘“‘we 
encourage the riders to set their 
own pace and not overextend 
themselves. It can get very hot 
and very lonely between 
McKinley and Glennie where for 
many miles you never see any- 
thing but trees. For our down- 
state visitors, they just marvel at 
the fact that there are less than a 
dozen stops in 100 miles. We tell 
them anyone bitten by a bear dur- 
ing the event will be refunded 
their entire entry fee. When 
you're riding up the challenging 
Alcona hill, seventy miles into 
the ride, you think this would be 
a place where you could get your 
entry fee back.” 

Every penny that is raised goes 
to support Rotary service proj- 
ects that include, but are not lim- 
ited to, clean water projects for 
developing countries, bicycle 
helmets for children, economic 
development programs and the 
ongoing effort to eradicate polio 
from the planet. 

Fred Fisher III, Rotarian and 
co-chair for this year’s event, 
commented, “I am a long time 
follower and feeder for the 
Marathon, Go Bill, and this 
event is a great fit to bring people 
to the AuSable River Corridor 
that may not otherwise visit. You 
can combine bicycling with 
canoeing, camping, fishing and 
hiking. We are only a gas tank 
away from most of Michigan and 
this is another reason to stop and 
visit, As it gets more competitive 
in attracting visitors, this is 
another activity to offer. It is sur- 


prising to us to have entries from 
across the nation and riders that 


come to the area to ride from. 


Grayling to Oscoda at various 
times of the year.” 

A change this year will be the 
starting of riders in waves to 
spread them out. Wayne Koppa 
commented, “‘we will have sever- 
al waves of riders leaving at dif- 
ferent times. We are talking 
about next year and I think we 
will have something where riders 
will be spread out even more,” 

As the riders travel to Oscoda, 


there are five water and shack‘ 


stops and flag workers at each 
corner to keep riders going in the 
right direction. In 2001, a rider 
missed a corner at Mio and rode 
halfway to Alpena before getting 
his bearings. He came into 
Oscoda a little after most of the 
riders. The water and snack stops 
in Fairview, McKinley and 
Glennie are run by volunteers 
from the -local communities.

Working 
closely with the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
and our citizens, the dream came 
true in 2007.” Ruley said. 

Ruley has also served on the 
Crawford County Library Board 
of Trustees since November, 
2004. She is currently in her sec- 
ond.term as board president. 

“] have enjoyed watching our 
library services and programs 
evolve to the point where our 
rural library system is considered 
one of the best in the state,” she 
said. “The Devereaux Memorial 
Crawford County Library has 
become the hub of the communi- 
ty.” . 

Ruley’s experience in finance 
started 30 years ago when she 
was hired as an expense account 
analyst for First Federal Savings 
and Loan in Detroit. “I learned 
every aspect of finance and 
budgeting for the main office and 
48 branches,” she said. 

In 1989, while her husband 
was on active duty with the U.S. 
Navy in Alameda, Calif., Ruley 
worked in the Navy Housing 


Office as a clerk and housing 
inspector. 

“It became my mission to 
make Navy housing a bright, 
safe and wonderful place to live,” 
said Ruley. “In less than two 
years, every playground was 
replaced, the graffiti was gone, 
street lights were replaced and 
buildings were repaired.” 

Ruley stated, “It is important 
to me to be fiscally responsible, 
realistic and ethical when han- 
dling taxpayer dollars. This 
year, our township budgeted over 
18.5 percent of its million dollar 


budget on salaries, fringe bene- ‘ 


fits and retirement plans for the 
supervisor, clerk and treasurer. 
It’s wonderful to offer fringe 
benefits to the employees, but is 
it ethical to have the taxpayers 
foot the entire bill for elected 
officials, plus a raise? So many 
people are having a hard time 
with the basics and many have 
little or no medical insurance.

structed to code and that our 
household trash and recycling 
have a place to go, but the 
administrative fee slapped on 
your tax bills amounts to about 
$64,000 in revenue for the town- 
ship. Residents may wonder 
what they are getting for that 
money,” said Ruley. 

“While awaiting the outcome 
of the proposed theme park, we 
should keep a positive attitude 
and continue to remind Lansing 
there is life north of US10. We 
need to remain cautiously opti- 
mistic, yet very realistic, and 
continue seeking, other ways of 
drawing businesses to Crawford 
County to increase job opportu- 
nities that garner more than min- 
imum wage. That’s what the 
industrial park property was first 
designated for in 2000.” 

Ruley added, “1 believe open 
and honest dialogue is the only. 
way to work through the issues 
facing our community. With the 
addition of two more voting 
trustees on the board, there will 
be more representation for the 
taxpayers,”

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The STREAM & LAKE MAP OF 
MICHIGAN resembles another 
map—known to Pennsylvania 
anglers as the “Lost Stream Map." 

The “Stream Map of 
Pennsylvania” was completed in 
1965 after a thirty-year effort by 
Howard Higbee, a former Penn 
State Professor. 

Professor Higbee succeeded in 
creating a map of the highest detail 
possible—a map that shows every 
stream and lake. He painstakingly 
plotted by hand, the location of 
45,000 miles of streams onto a 
3 by 5 foot map. 

The map sold extremely weil— 
until it was lost several years after 
it first appeared in print. Incredibly, 
the printer entrusted with the origi- 
nal drawing and printing plates, 
declared bankruptcy, then care- 
lessly hauled Higbee’s 30 years of 
work to a landfill 

The few remaining dog-eared 
copies became a prized fisher- 
man's possession. Professor 
Higbee was offered $400 for one 
of his fast maps. And state agen- 
cies were forced to keep their 
copies under lock and key. 

Experts told Professor Higbee 
that reprints were impossible, 
because the maps were printed in 
non-photographic blue. 

Then, in 1991, at the age of $1, 
Howard Higbee’s dream came true. 
Computers made it possible to 
reprint the map. Holding an updat- 
ed map, Howard said, “] never 
thought I'd live to see this day.”

2008 Marathon attracts wide 


75 teams are registered to take 
part in this year’s annual grueling, 
14 to 19 hour Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon 
(ARICM). The canoe marathon has 
attracted competitors ranging in 
age from 15 to 83, and draws pad- 
dlers from 15 states and 4 
provinces of Canada. The Canoe 
Marathon starts at 9pm on 
Saturday in Grayling, MI with a 
LeMans style start, with each 
team running up to 3 blocks to 
get into the AuSable River. Each 


team then paddles nonstop 


through the night past 14 timer 
checkpoints, including portaging 
around 6 dams as they make their 
way to the finish line 120 miles (as 
the river flows) to the east in 
Oscoda, MI on Sunday. 


The ARICM has always had its 


fair share of family participation. 


Look over any of the entries from 


previous marathons and you will 
find similar names listed through- 


out. Fathers paddle with sons, 


cousins paddle with cousins, and 
there are usually a few sets of 
brothers teaming up in their 
quest to complete the 120 mile 
journey from Grayling to Oscoda. 
Occasionally there is the husband 
and wife team that test their vows 
by spending 16 — 19 hours 
together in a canoe. The 2008 
marathon is shaping up to be 
another family affair. 


This year’s marathon features 
what is believed to be a record of 
five husband and wife teams. 
Veteran marathoner Bob 
Bradford is attempting the race 
with his wife Janet (#00) who is a 
first time marathon paddler.
